The Rev. Dr. Charles E. Woodcock, 
of Detroit, was consecrated Bishop of 
Kentucky in that city Wednesday. 
The service was according to the es- 
tablished rites of the Protestant Epis- 
copal church and Dr. Woodcock re- 
ceived the vestments of his office 
from Bishop Tuttle, presiding Bishop 
of the United States. The personalty 
of the new Bishop is reported from 
his old home as follows : 

“The Bishod-elect is of spare but 
wiry physique and he has the requi- 
site amount of nervous energy to ac- 
complish a great 'deal and to over- 
come seemingly unsurmoun table ob- 
stacles. 

“He is in no sense a sensationlist 
and is naturally inclined to conserva- 
tism. However, he has strong con- 
victions and is never£at a loss for 
words to forcibly express his senti- 
ments in regard to church or public 
affairs. 

“He is a lover of clean sports and 
it is no unusual thing in the summer 
time for him to participate in a game 
of baseball with his son and the 
youths of the parish. 

“In his pulpit Dr. Woodcock talks 
to his people as man to man, urging 
clean, j'manly^life and allegiance to 
the causes£of the Savior. His ear- 
nestness carries with it conviction. 

“To meet Dr. Woodcock is to gain 
an indelible impression, not only as to 
his personal appearance, but as to his 
mentality. His delicate, strong face, 
his deep, expressive eyes, his un- 
questionable sincerity are not to be 
forgotten. His quick and accurate 
comprehension and sound common 
sense display themselves in even a 
casual meeting, while a more inti- 
mate relationship will show a deep 
knowledge of theological and classic 
literatnre together with a clear in- 
sight in current history.”

Indictment of Breathitt Men. 

The grand jury of Fayette county 
has indicted Judge James Hargis, 
County Judge of Breathitt county, 
Ed Callahan, Sheriff of that county, 
Alexander Hargis, ex-Senator from 
that Senatorial district, Elbert Har- 
gis, brother of the County Judge and 
ex-Senator, and Jesse Spicer, a 
Deputy Sheriff under Sheriff Callahan, 
for conspiring to kill James Cockrill, 
City Marshal of Jackson, who was 
shot from the court house window in 
Jackson over two years ago. The in- 
dictment is found by the grand jury 
of Fayette under the statute of Ed- 
ward VI, giving jurisdiction to a 
court in either the county in which a 
crime was begun or in which it was 
finished. James Cockrell was shot in 
Breathitt county, where the conspir- 
acy, if there was a conspiracy, was 
formed and the crime begun, and 
died in Fayette county, so that under 
this statute the court in either county 
has jurisdiction. William Britton, 
now on trial in the Fayette Circuit 
Court, is, as far as we know, the first 
man who has ever been indicted and 
tried under this statute. 

LATER REPORT. 

Chief of Detectives Walter Marshall 
went to Jackson with bench warrants 
to arrest the five men indicted and 
upon his arrival there found that a 
Jackson Magistrate had issued war- 
rants against them and refused to let 
Marshall have the prisoners. He 
wired back to the officers of the 
Fayette Circuit Court and received 
the following reply : 

“Breathitt county warrants should 
not prevent you in serving the war- 
rants you have. Arrest the men, if 
possible without bloodshed, or report 
to this court why you have not served 
the warrants.” 

The supposition is that the Breath- 
itt county warrants were hurridly 
prepared and served in order to head 
off the Fayette officers and prevent 
that court from taking jurisdiction of 
the case.

RUSSIAN STRIKE. 

The Governor General of St. Pet- 
ersburg: Issues a Proclamation 
Pacific in Character. 

MAKES PROMISES OF REFORM. 



The Workmen Are Assured That the 
Czar is Framing Certain Laws 
For Their Benefit, 

A System of State Insurance That 

Will Protect Them From Want in 
Case of Sickness or Disability 
To Be Created. 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 26. — Gov. Gen. 
Trepoff and Minister of Finance Ko- 
kovseff issued a proclamation which 
reveals the government’s plan for 
breaking the strike, not only here, but 
throughout Russia. The proclamation 
is conceived in a paternal tone, and 
points out that honest workmen, who 
want to better their condition, should 
have brought their demands to the 
government instead of being misled 
by agitators into affiliating with a 
movement which is not confined to 
economic aspirations. It invites them 
to return to work, promising them, in 
the emperor’s name, a revision of the 
general law so as to restrict the hours 
of labor, the institution of a plan for 
state insurance and otherwise to meet 
their demands so far as the law will 
permit, and guarantees them protec- 
I tion against interference by agitators, 
j This document will be followed either 
by an imperial manifesto along the 
tsame lines, in the hope of preventing 
the spread of the strike, or by specific 
proceedings by the local authorities 
wherever strikes are in progress. 

Shorter Hours of Labor. 

By promising to yield the question 
of the hours of labor, which is now le- 
gally 11 in Russia, the authorities be- 
lieve they will meet the main griev- 
ance of the workmen. This, together 
with the guarantee of protection, the 
authorities hope will induce those 
strikers who are indifferent in politi- 
cal demands and whose class they de- 
clare constitutes a great bulk of the 
men, to resume work. 

It is certain many strikers were 
forced out against their wishes, but 
the general effect of the proclamation 
is still problematical. 

Though the strikes have been 
spreading to various towns, the situa- 
tion, while disquieting, is not acute 
anywhere. The great demonstration 
with an aceompanyment of bloodshed 
which was anticipated at Moscow did 
not occur, and the strike in the an- 
cient capital has not spread rapidly, 
only about 20,000 workmen being out. 
according to latest reports. Cossacks 
charged and dispersed a crowd of 3,- 
000 workmen. Only a few blank vol- 
leys were fired. The Moscow military 
have received orders not to use ball 
cartridges unless they are driven to 
do so by the direst necessity. 

Disorder at Riga. 

In several Baltic province towns 
there has been considerable disorder, 
especially in Riga, where the military 
are in complete possession. In the 
streets of Helsingfors there was a re- 
sumption of rioting with bloodshed, 
some 30 persons being wounded. If 
a general movement breaks out among 
the Finns it is likely to take the form 
of an armed uprising, as almost every 
Finn has a weapon in his house. 

Sir Charles Hardinge, the British 
minister, received from Capt. Grove, 
ithe British consul at Moscow, confir- 
mation of a press dispatch from Mos- 
cow announcing the public posting of 
a London telegram imputing the dis- 
orders to British and Japanese influ- 
j ences and he will ask explanations 
from Foreign Minister Lamsdorff. It 
j is not expected, however, that the af- 
j fair will lead to a serious diplomatic 
incident, and it is thought the Rus- 
sian government will disavow respon- 
sibility for the course of Acting Chief 
of Police Roudeneff. The dispatch to 
Ambassador Hardinge makes no men- 
tion of Roudeneff’s offer to meet Capt. 
Grove. 

RUSSIAN MOVEMENT. 

Sympathetic Meeting Held in New 
York By Russians and Jews. 

New York. Jan*. 26. — Great enthusi- 
asm was manifested at a meeting of 
Russians and Russian Jews in sym- 
pathy with the movement in opposi- 
tion to the Russian government, held 
here in a hall in the heart of the East 
Side Jewish quarter. Fully 2,000 men 
and women, including a number of 
Poles, listened to denunciatory speech- 
es and predictions of the overthrow 
of the Russian autocracy and the es- 
tablishment of a liberal government 
in that country. 

Emperor Nicholas Denounced. 

Rome, Jan. 26. — In the chamber of 
deputies, a member of the extreme 
left denounced Emperor Nicholas of 
Russia as an autocratic assassin. 
Meetings to express sympathy with 
the Russian agitators were held 
throughout Italy. 

Fifteen Quarrymen Killed. 

Paris, Jan. 26. — Fifteen men were 
killed owing to the breaking of the 
cable supporting a cage in which they 
were being brought to the surface at 
the Rennaissance slate quarry, near 
Angers. The cage dropped 450 feet. 

Attempted Murder and Suicide. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Jan. 26. — Ed- ' 
ward McGraw shot and dangerously 
wounded Mrs. Alice Rutty and then 
turned the weapon on himself with 
fatal results here. 



oEED WHEAT. 

i Secretary Shaw Recommends the Du- 
ties Paid on Imports Be Refunded. 

i Washington, Jan. 26. — Secretary 
Shaw has sent the following letter to 
both houses of congress recommend- 
ing the refunding of the duties paid 
on imported wheat when used for 
seed : 

“This department is in receipt of a 
large number of letters indicating that 
a scarcity of suitable wheat for seed- 
ing purposes exists in several of the 
northwestern states. 

“By act approved January 15, 1903, 
t.he secretary of the treasury was di- 
rected to refund the duty paid on coal 
for the period of one year. This had 
the effect of temporarily removing the 
duty on coal. I recommend a similar 
law authorizing the secretary of the 
treasury ,to refund the duty paid on 
wheat actually used for seed, under 
rules and regulations prescribed by 
him.” 

SAN DOMINGO AGREEMENT. 

The Protocol Will Be Submitted To 
the Senate For Approval. 

Washington, Jan. 26. — It can be 
stated by authority that it is and has 
•been the purpose of the admfnistra- 
tion before taking any action toward 
carrying out the agreement just con- 
cluded with San Domingo, to submit 
such agreement or protocol to the 
United States senate for its approval. 

Commander Dillingham is under- 
stood to have sailed from San Domin- 
go City for home. He will come by 
way of Cuba, bringing with him the 
text of the agreement. Thus far the 
state department has had only a tele- 
graphic abstract from Mr. Dawson of 
this document. 

THE SOUTHERN BANKERS. 

They Endorse the Plan of a National 
Cotton Growers’ Association. 

New Orleans, Jan. 26. — Southern 
bankers, at a meeting, passed resolu- 
tions endorsing the plan of a national 
cotton growers’ association, expressing 
the belief that southern bankers were 
amply able and prepared to finance 
the holdings of the surplus of the 
present crop and proposed to do so 
under the convention’s pledge of a 25 
per cent, reduction in acreage and fer- 
tilizers. declaring themselves in sym- 
pathy with the movement for a uni- 
form warehouse system under proper 
legislation for the present and future 
crops. 

“RURALS" CHANGE. 

Headquarters Ordered Taken From 
Cincinnati To Indianapolis. 

Washington, Jan. 26. — The postmas- 
ter general decided to change the 
headquarters of the superintendent of 
rural free delivery for the Cincinnati 
division from Cincinnati to Indianapo- 
lis. Under the new bill there will be 
six divisions and headquarters and a 
rearrangement of divisions will be 
made as the government can secure 
accommodations for headquarters in 
the government building at Indianapo- 
lis free and thus save the $1,700 rent 
paid in Cincinnati. This is one rea- 
son for the change. 

Started For Porto Rico. 

St. Louis, Jan. 26. — Twenty <?f the 
Porto Rican girls who were brought 
here recently to work in a manufac- 
tory building, grew homesick, started 
back to their native island, their pas- 
sage being paid by the company that 
imported them. 

Valuable Gift of Curios.

St. Louis, Mo. — Karl Gallenbeck, sec- 
retary of the imperial German commis- 
sion to the world’s fair, takes home with 
him a Parisian bride, whose acquain- 
tance he made at the world’s fair. 

The marriage will take place soon. 
The bride-to-be is Miss Alexandrine dfl 
Brandt, daughter of Franz de Brandt, o 1 
Colombes, near Paris. The De Brandt 
family is of the Austrian nobility. 

Miss de Brandt is a young cosmopoli- 
tan. She was born in Austria and edu- 
cated in France. England and Vienna. 
She speaks English, French, German, 
Italian and Spanish. 

She came to America with fronds of 
her father’s family to see the World’s 
fair. She wrote accounts of it for 
French journals and at times did inter- 
preting for the German commission. 

In “Das Deutsche Hause,” strong re- 
minder of pleasant days she had spent 
at Charlottenburg, she met Karl Gallen- 
beck. She corrected his English and 
helped him with difficult translations. 
While her tongue worked her brown 
eyes were not idle. The closing days 
of the fair brought a betrothal. 



EASTERN STORM. 

Not Since the Blizzard ot 1888 
Has New York Been So Com- 
pletely Snowbound. 

FOOT OF SNOW FELL IN THE CITY. 



The Entire Coastline From the Dela- 
ware Capes North Has Keen in 
the Grasp of a Storm 

Land Reports From Maine Through 

Northeast States and Middle At- 
lantic States Indicate a Com- 
plete Winter Tie Up. 

New York, Jan. 26. — Not since the 
blizzard of 1888, by which all storms 
are estimated, as great or small, has 
New York been so completely snow- 
bound. The city itself is lying under 
a foot of snow that in many places has 
been banked by the wind to a height 
of several feet. Surface travel early 
in the day was abandoned, overhead 
transit was irregular and slow, and 
It remained for the underground roads 
to carry home, so far as they could 
reach within the city limits, the hun- 
dreds of thousands of workers from 
the down-town districts. 

The entire coastline from the Dela- 
ware capes north has been in the 
grasp of a storm which, because of 
the heavy fall of snow, the intensity 
of cold and the force of the gale has 
exceeded anything in years. The land 
reports from Maine through northeast 
states and the middle Atlantic states 
all indicates a most completet win- 
ter tie up. 

Disasters To Shipping. 

Everywhere railroad traffic is de- 
layed; reports of disasters to shipping 
are coming in and with the rapidly 
falling thermometer much suffering 
must ensue. So severe was the storm 
In this city that even during the day 
hours several persons were frozen to 
death or died from exhaustion. 

The hospitals, the police stations 
and the house of refuge are crowded 
to their full capacity. 

More than once police reserves were 
called out to take care of the crowds 
that w’ere struggling around the en- 
trance to some belated ferryboat, 
which was soon to attempt another 
trip. Long before sundown the home- 
ward bound workers learned that trol- 
leys everywhere throughout Manhat- 
tan had been abandoned and that ca- 
ble cars were stalled in many places. 

Not a vessel of any kind had sailed 
from or arrived at this port in more 
than 24 hours and at the port of Bos- 
ton only one arrival was reported and 
that a coastwise steamer. Two trans- 
Atlantic liners, the Ryndam, carrying 
the mails, and the Nord America have 
been unable to leave their piers.' Sev- 
en other steamers all scheduled to 
leave during the day are still in port. 
Gale Blew 60 Miles An Hour. 

At Sandy Hook and quarantine the 
gale blew at 60 miles an hour and a 
number of vessels are reported at an- 
chor there. The Atlantic transport 
line steamer Menominee, from Lon-, 
don, the Holland-American line steam- 
er Rotterdam, and the Fabre line 
steamer Germania, all of which have 
been reported by wireless, are in San- 
dy Hook bay. A dozen or more other 
steamers now overdue have not been 
heard from. 

This city, always susceptible to ab- 
normal weather conditions, is facing 
a condition unequaled since that of 
March, 17 years ago, when it was cut 
off from the rest of the world by a 
record snowfall. 

Probably the most distressing tie up 
resulting from the stalling of these 
trains on the Long Island railroad 
was that witnessed on the Manhattan 
side of the 34th street ferry. Hun- 
dreds of girls and women who live in 
Long Island and work in Manhattan 
were unable to get across the East 
river, and a vast majority of them 
were* without necessary funds to se- 
cure food or get lodging. 

Steamer Caught in the Ice. 

St. Louis, Jan. 26. — Caught in the 
ice in midstream the railroad transfer 
i steamer Henry Sackman, one of the 
| largest and most powerful steamers j 
in the harbor, has been deserted by 
her crew and there is fear that she 
may be crushed. 

Cold Wave in Florida. 

Jacksonville, Fla., Jan. 26. — An in- 
tense cold wave reached this city, the J 
thermometer registering 28 and fall- ! 
ing. It is probable that considerable j 
: damage will be done to vegetables in j 
| the northern part of the state. 

The Hardwood Manufacturers. 

Nashville, Tenn., Jan. 26. — The Na- 
tional Hardwood Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation elected R. H. Van Cott, Ash- 
land, Ky., president; Louis Doster, Co- 
lumbus, O., secretary, and P. C. Fish- 
er, Coal Grove, O., treasurer. 

Slain By Indians. 

El Paso, Tex., Jan. 26. — Antonio 
Astizarian, a member of a prominent 
Mexican family, with two servants, 
has been murdered by Yaqui Indians 
in the same vicinity where four Am- 
ericans were slain recently. 

The Deadlock Broken. 

Dover, Del., Jan. 26. — The deadlock 
in the senate was broken by the elec- 
tion of A. B. Conner, union-republican, 
as president pro tempore. This is re- 
garded as a victory for Addicks. 

Suspected Yellow Fever Cases. 

Panama, Jan. 26.— A bulletin issued 
by the American legation announced 
one death and six cases of suspected 
yellow fever on board the cruiser Bos- 
ton, 
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Second Session. 

Washington, Jan. 24. Senate.-— Mr- 
Beveridge made another Ineffectual 
effort in the senate to have a iinie 
fixed for voting on the statehood bill. 
The opposing senators expressed an 
unwillingness to vote on the bill unt.i 
the amendments shall have been dis- 
posed of and Mr. Beveridge would not 
consent to a vote on them without an 
agreement extending to the bill 
The fortifications appropriation bill 
was passed after rejection of the 
amendment striking out the provision 
for insular fortifications. 

House. — The session of the house 
was devoted entirely to consideration 
of bills relating to the District of Co- 
lumbia. There was an echo of dis- 
turbances in Rt. Petersburg when Mr. 
Baker (N. Y.), moved that an adjourn- 
ment be taken out of respect to those 
who were killed in the clash with the 
Russian troops. .The only affirmative 
vote was recorded by Mr. Baker him- 
self. The proposition to control the 
railroads in the matter of rates was 
discussed at length by Mr. Burgess 
(Tex.), and briefly by Mr. Hepburn 
(la.). 

Washington, Jan. 25. — Senate. — The 
senate took an important step in the 
Impeachment trial of United States 
Judge Charles Swayne, of the North- 
ern district of Florida. The organiza- 
tion for the trial was perfected by the 
swearing of the senators for that pur- 
pose: the managers of the house were 
received for the purpose of formally 
presenting the articles of impeach- 
ment and a resolution summoning 
Judge Swayne to appear was accept- 
ed. Mr. Platt (Ct.) was elected to 
preside at the trial sessions. Further 
proceedings w'ere postponed until Fri- 
day next, when Judge Swayne is ex- 
pected to appear before the bar of the 
senate in response to the summons of 
the senate. The ceremony was im- 
pressive and was witnessed by a full 
senate and well filled galleries. The 
trial oath was administered to sena- 
tors by Chief Justice Fuller, who ap- 
peared in the long black gown worn 
by him when sitting in the supreme 
court. 

House. — The District of Columbia 
appropriation bill again occupied the 
attention of the house. At times the 
proceedings were enlivened by vigor- 
ous remarks in defense of a proposi- 
tion to increase materially the sala- 
ries of Washington school teachers 
who had many supporters on the floor. 
Mr. Clark (Mo.), in a characteristic 
speech, said that more money was be- 
ing paid Washington policemen to 
break the skulls of the people than 
was paid to school teachers to im- 
prove what was in the skulls. An ad- 
journment was taken without having 
concluded consideration of the bill. 

Washington, Jan. 26. — Senate. — In 
connection with the consideration of j 
the army appropriation bill there was 
an animated discussion in the senate 
of the assignment of Gen. Miles to 
service in charge of the Massachu- 
setts state militia. The controversy 
was begun by Mr. Lodge, who criti- 
cized in sharp language the provision 
of the army bill prohibiting t! e award- 
ing of extra pay or allowances to re- 
tired officers assigned to active serv- 
ice when they exceed those of a ma- 
jor on the active list. Mr. Lodge de- 
clared the provision was directed at 
Gen. Miles and was most unfair. 
Messrs. Lodge, Proctor, Platt (Ct.), 
Spooner, Bailey, Patterson, Carmack 
and Money took part in the debate 
which followed. 

House. — The house passed the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and military acade- 
my appropriation bills. Except, for a 
speech by Mr. Baker (N. Y.) bitterly 
assailing the protective tariff policy 
of the republican party, the proceed- 
ings were devoid of interest. The ag- 
ricultural appropriation bill was re- 
ported by Mr. Wadsworth. 

WORLD’S RECORD BROKEN. 

An Automobilist Made Five M : les in 

3 Minutes and 17 Seconds. 

Ormond, Fla., Jan. 25. — Arthur E. 
MacDonald, an Englishman, driving a 
90-horse power American machine, 
smashed the world’s records for five 
miles in the Ormond-Daytona racing 
course. Mr. MacDonald reeled off the 
five miles in lightning-like speed, cov- 
ering the distance in 3 minutes and 17 
seconds flat. The world’s record for 
the distance was held by W. K. Van- 
derbilt, who last year covered five 
wiles in 3:311-5. 

Retail Grocers’ Convention. 

Cincinnati, Jan. 25. — Retail grocers 
from many states of the union met in 
annual convention at the Auditorium 
of Odd Fellows’ temple. About 300 
delegates were present. Many of the 
grocers brought their families and the 
number of dealers not affiliated with 
the association, but attracted to the 
city by the gathering is almost as 
large as the number of delegates. 

To Repeal Internal Tax on Tobacco. 

Washington, Jan. 25. — The senate 
committee on finance heard Represen- 
tative Gaines, of Tennessee, in favor 
of his bill repealing the internal tax 
on “tobacco in hand” and leaf tobacco 
when sold by the producer. No ac- 
tion was taken. 

Accidentally Killed By Her Brother. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., Jan. 25. — Fran- 
ces, 13, daughter of Capt. and Mrs. 
Opie Herriott, wa: accidentally shot 
and killed by William, her 15-year-old 
brother. The rifle used by the lad 
was a Christmas present, from his 
parents. 

Marriages and Divorces. 

Washington, Jan. 25. — Representa 
tive Crumpacker (Ind.) introduced a 
resolution directing the census bureau 
to collect and compile in connection 
with the gathering of other statistics, 
data on the subject of marriage and 
divorce. 

Col. C. P. Stern Died Suddenly. 

Miami, Fla., Jan. 25. — Col. Carl P. 
Stern, an associate with the so-called 
prophet Elijah III., of Zion City, died 
suddenly on board the steamship Mi- 
amia. The body will be shipped to 
Zion City for interment.

ABE CHARGED WITH CONSPIRACY. 



The Investigation Grew Out of the 
Killing of James Cockrill, City 
Marshal of Jackson. 

The Hargises Are Wealthy and Promi- 
nent in Kentucky Poltics — A 
Bench Warrant Issued For 
the Men’s Arrest. 

Lexington, Ky., Jan. 26. — A special 
irand jury found indictments against 
James Hargis, county judge of Breath- 
itt county; Alex Hargis, former state 
senator; Elbert Hargis, of Jackson, 
brother of the other two; Ed Calla- 
han, sheriff of Breathitt county, and 
Jesse Spicer, a former deputy sheriff 
under Callahan, all charged with con- 
spiring to bring about the death of 
James Cockrill, city marshal of Jack- 
son. Cockrill was shot from a win- 
dow of the courthouse at Jackson in 
July, 1902. He was brought to this 
city and died in a local hospital. The j 
Breathitt grand jury failed to indict ! 
Under the old English law which has j 
recently been sustained by the court 
of appeals indictments may be found 
in another county for a crime which 
is begun elsewhere and completed in 
that county. Under this law Bill Brit- 
ton was indicted on the charge of kill- 
ing Cockrill, his third trial now in 
progress here. 

The Men Indicted Are in Jackson. 

All of the men indicted are now in 
Jackson. Senator Hargis, whose home 
is in Winchester, having gone from 
this city to Jackson. Bench warrants 
have been issued and a special bailiff 
will serve them. 

The Hargis brothers are wealthy 
and prominent in politics. Judge Har- 
gis is a member of the democratic 
state central committee. The two 
brothers, James and Alex, operate a 
large department store at Jackson and 
have extensive timber and land inter- 
ests in the mountains. Judge Hargis. 
Senator Hargis and Ed Callahan are 
defendants in the $100,000 damage 
suit brought by Mrs. J. B. Marcum, 
widow of the United States commis- 
sioner, who was assassinated in the 
Jackson courthouse in May, 1903. Sho 
eharged that they conspired to have 
her husband killed and sued for $100,- 
ooo damages. 

The Marcum Case. 

The jury awarded her $8,000 against 
Judge Hargis and Callahan. They 
have been granted an appeal from 
this verdict to the court of appeals. 
Mrs. Marcum also was granted an ap- 
peal of the case, as it affected Sena- 
tor Hargis and Judge B. F. French. 
Curtis Jett, nephew of the Hargis 
brothers, is serving a life sentence for 
the murder of Marcum. An appeal is 
pending in the case of a death sen- 
tence imposed for the assassination 
of Cockrill. Tom White is under life 
sentence for killing Marcum, and 
pending a decision of the court of ap- 
peals on motion for rehearing he is 
in jail at Covington. 

A FIREBUG. 

He Made a Confession To the Brook- 
lyn Police. 

New York, Jan. 26. — Harry Potter, 
a grocer’s clerk, who was arrested in 
Brooklyn, according to the police, has 
confessed that he was the firebug who 
has kept the residents of the Park 
Slope section of Brooklyn in a state 
hordering on terror for the last five 
months. Potter says he started the 
fires while in the basement of the 
apartment house to get orders or de- 
liver groceries. His only explanation 
of his acts was that it “gave him a 
little fun to see the engines run.” 

During the past 18 months there 
have been no less than 100 incendiary 
fires within a radius of naif a dozen 
blocks in the Prak Slope section. 

FIRE IN NEW YORK. 

Nine Frame Houses in the Bronx 
Were Destroyed 

New York. Jan. 26. — Fire destroyed 
nine frame houses in Cauldwell ave- 
nue, the Bronx, and threatened more 
than 50 in the immediate neighbor- 
hood before the firemen succeeded in 
getting the flames under control. Hun- 
dreds of men, women and children 
were hurried out of their beds in the 
scantiest of clothing. So far as can 
he learned no one was seriously in- 
jured. 

Election Judge Sentenced. 

Denver, Jan. 26. — Preston N. Wig- 
ginson, an election judge, who plead- 
ed guilty to voting in a precinct where 
he did not reside, was sentenced to 
jail for 90 days. This is the first sen- 
tence imposed by the criminal court 
for election frauds. 

Griilo Ousted From the Presidency. 

Chicago, Jan. 26. — After a heated 
contest lasting from 10 o’clock in the 
morning to 10 o’clock at night, J. E-. 
Griilo was ousted from the presidency 
of the American Association and was 
succeeded by Joseph D. O’Brien, of 
Milwaukee. 

Pledged Their Support. 

Philadelphia, Jan. 26.— A meeting of 
Russians under the auspices of the 
Russian Revolutionary Aid society 
was held at the home of Simon Dubin. 
Hi this city. Speeches were made by 
several of those present pledging their 
support. 



ANNIHILATING A REGIMENT. 

How a Body of Russian Troops Went 

Down Before a Charge of the 
Japanese. 

For half a mile it was possible to trace 
the roadway as it wound along the base 
of a little amphitheater, then it was lost 
in the standing millet. Along this track 
a weary column was plodding. The For- 
eigner looked, and then rubbed his eyes, 
says World’s work. , It was a Russian 
column. There was no misinterpreting 
the white tunics and blue breeches, no 
mistaking the figures which loomed co- 
lossal in comparison with the little fel- 
ows with whom he lay. A counter at- 
tack? His trained eye told him that the 
dejected movement of the draggled col- 
umn savored not of aggression. The 
men’s rifles were across their backs and 
their pale, worn faces were whiter than 
their blouses. There was no speech 
no sound other than the squelching of 
their boots in the mire. A surrender? 
No man came forward to arrange quar- 
ter for men too tired to be whipped and 
beaten to defend themselves. No Jap- 
anase went forward to recommend to 
them such mercy as they had earned. A 
misdirected column? That was it. The 
thought just flashed through the For- 
eigner’s brain, when the voice of tho 
chef-de-battaillon rose superior to the 
silence. The rifles crashed like one. The 
column stopped dead in its tracks. The 
leading fours were so close that the 
foreigner could see the look of amaze- 
ment, horror and despair upon the 
blanched features of the wretched man. 
i Then, as the magazines ground out their 
leaden avalanche, the leading fours tried 
to surge backward, tried to save them- 
selves in flight. It was awful — the rifles 
made no smoke to hide the hideous spec- 
tacle; it was like the execution of a 
bound man. Fright prevented retreat 
or retaliation. The little Japanese, 
shouting and jeering, were now upon 
their feet and redoubling the rapidity 
of their fire. With blanched cheek and 
set teeth the foieigner watched this ter- 
rific curtain to the bloody drama in 
which he had participated. He saw the 
white tunics melting into the mud like 
snow under a sleet shower. He saw a 
mad rush toward the cornstalks balked 
by the intensity of the fire.

CITY BUILT ON RUBIES. 

In Burma There Is a Community That 
Rests Upon Gem-Enriched 
Soil. 

Mogok. a city in the northern Shan 
States of Burma, is literally “built upon 
rubies.” says the Booklovers Magazine. 
The earth in the streets and inclosure3 
“is of crystalline limestone formation, 
containing numerous veins of gem-bear- 
ing gravel.” The numerous houses 
and pagodas represent so many rubies 
converted into cash. The houses of 
Mogok are practically the dwelling 
places only of ruby-mines and merchants 
and their families, and each pagoda is a 
votive offering to the gods, for luck! “It 
is said,” continues this writer, “that a 
king would be ruling at Mandalay to-day 
if it had not been for the rubies, and Mo- 
gok still have been an obscure village 
with a few score of inhabitants had there 
been no rubies in the vicinity, whereas 
now there are about 40,000 people of 
‘every color and hue — the Englishman, 
American, the Frenchman and German, 
the Armenian, pure native and Jew.’ ” 

Mogok is so far removed from the or- 
dinary tourist’s track that few venture 
there who are not on business bent, ow- 
ing to the difficulty of travel in Burma. 

“Fair promise of gain will tempt meu 
to go anywhere in search of it. Some go 
to burning South Africa for diamonds, 
and others go to frozen Alaska for gold. 
Even so men go to Burma for rubies. 
For the ruby ranks next to the diamond 
among precious stones, and holds a pre- 
miership all its own among the colored 
gems with which men and women love 
to bedeck themselves. It is not strange, 
therefore, that many should search for 
a stone that is a brother to the amethyst, 
the sapphire and the topaz, and which 
not infrequently outranks the diamond 
in value, being, in fact, the gem of gems 
of the east. A flawless five-karat ruby 
will bring twice as much as a diamond of 
equal weight, while a ten-kars.* ruby 
will bring three times as much, aYl can- 
not to be bought for less than $5 ,(Kk\”

Five of Our Presidents Died 
While in Office 



Three Stricken Down by the Hands of Assassins —Two 
Succumbed to Illness After Short Terms of Service. 



« LTHOUGH the nation’s natal 
dv.y was the Fourth of July. 
1776, the existence of our 
present form of government, 
under the constitution, dates 
from the 30th of April, 1789. 
nearly 13 years later. It was 
then, the constitution having been 
adopted, that Gen. George Washington 
was inducted into the office of presi- 
dent of the United States, his inaugura- 
tion taking place in the city of New 
York, which was the seat of the new gov- 
ernment. Since then our nation has 
had 26 presidents. Five of that num- 
ber were “accidental” presidents, that 
is. they succeeded to the position be- 
cause of the death of the president while 
in office. 

William Henry Harrison was the first 
president of the United States to die 
while he was serving in that capacity. 
He was elected in 1840. He took his seat 
as president on March 4, 1841. One 
month thereafter, April 4, 1841. he died. 

His death was due to a pleurisy fever, 
and his sickness was only of a few days’ 
duration. John Tyler, his vice presi- 
ded, succeeded him in office. Presi- 



been vice president. President Arthui 
sought the nomination for president, tc 
succeed himself, but failed in getting it 
His death occurred on November 18 
1886. in New York city of Bright’s disease 

The story of the shooting of President 
William McKinley, the last of our presi- 
dents to meet death by an assassin's 
hand, is too well known to deserve de- 
tailed mention here. He was shot on 
the afternoon of September 6, 1902, at 
Buffalo, N. Y., while attending the Pan- 
American exposition, on the grounds 
and in the presence of thousands of peo- 
ple. The assassin was an anarchist 
named Leon F. Czolgosz. President 
McKinley died eight days afterward. On 
the afternoon of the day of hia 
death, at Buffalo, Vice President 
Theodore Roosevelt was sworn in 
as president, and has since been such. 
His unexpired term as “accidental presi- 
dent” will end March 4 next. He will 
then enter upon a new term as president, 
elected to the office last November by the 
people. 

But, in the history of our country, 
death has not been the only means of 
elevating vice presidents to the position 
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dent Tyler served the remaining three 
years and 11 months of Harrison’s term. 
The remainder of his days was passed 
at his beautiful home, Sherwood Forest. 
In Virginia, devoted to his books and 
entertainment of the many guests that 
gathered around him. He was an advo- 
cate of slavery, and when the war of 
the rebellion broke out he sided w ith the 
south. He was a member of the confed- 
erate congress, and his death occurred 
while he was serving as such, in Rich- 
mond, on January 17, 1862. Zachary 
Taylor was the next president to die 
in office. He had served one year and 
four, months of his term. His death 
occurred on July 9, 1850. He con- 

tracted a cold and was only sick five 
days. It is said that worry had much 
to do with the cause of his death. He 
w as a soldier. He knew but little about 
politics, and after he assumed the presi- 
dent’s office the politicians and the of- 
fice seekers made his life a burden. Mil- 
lard Fillmore, his vice president, was 
then inaugurated president. Fouryears 
after leaving the office Mr. Fillmore w as 
the candidate of the “know-nothing” 
party for president, but was defeated. 
His death occurred at Buffalo, N. Y.. 
on the 13th of July, 1874, of paralysis. 

The tragic death of Abraham Lincoln, 
the first of our martyred presidents, took 
place early on the morning of the 15th 
of April. 1865. He had entered upon 
his second term a? president but a little 
more than a month before. The hand 
that brought death to him was that of 
an assassin, Johr. Wilkes Booth. It was 
while seated in a box in Ford’s theater 
at Washington on the night before that 
the fatal shot was fired. After the 
death of President Lincoln, the robes of 
chief executive fell upon his vice presi- 
dent, Amfrew Johnson. His adminls- 
; tration was a stormy one. He differed 
[ with the leaders of his party in regard 
’ to policies, and an attempt was made to 
impeach him in the senate. Six years 
after he retired from the presidency he 
was elected senator of the United States 
from Tennessee. He entered upon his 
duties as senator on March 5, 1875. In 
the latter part of the follow ing July he 
went to Tennessee to visit his daughter. 
The day after arriving there he was 
stricken with paralysis, and three days 
afterward, on July 31. 1875, he died. 

It was also an assassin’s bullet that 
ended the life of James A. Garfield, who 
in 1880 w'as elected president and took 
his seat on March 4. 1881. He had been 
In office a little less than four months 
w hen, on the morning of the 2d of July, 
1881. at the railroad depot in Washing- 
ton, as he was about to take the train 
for New York on a trip through New 
England, he was shot by Charles J. 
Guiteau. a crank, who, on the trial of 
his case in court, was shown to be a dis- 
appointed office seeker. President Gar- 
field’s wound was fatal, but he lingered 
for over two months, his death occurring 
on September 19, 1881. He was suc- 
ceeded by Chester A. Arthur, who had 



of president. In the early days of the 
government, the vice presidency was a 
stepping-stone to the presidency. John 
Adams, vice president with Washington, 
succeeded him as president. Thomas 
Jefferson, vice president with Adams, 
became president. Martin Van Buren, 
vice president with Jackson, was presi- 
dent after the latter’s term had expired. 
From Van Buren’s time, however, until 
the present no man has stepped from 
vice presidency to the office of presi- 
dent by election. 

The same “hoodoo” has also seemed to 
follow the office of secretary of state in 
these latter days. It was not so in the 
days of our grandfathers. Tffbmas Jef- 
ferson, Martin Van Buren, James Mad- 
ison. James Monroe, John Quincy Adams 
and James Buchanan all served as sec- 
retary of state before their election to 
the presidency. How’ever, Henry Clay, 
who was secretary of state under John 
Quincy Adams, was twice defeated for 
the presidency after he had received the 
nomination, and the same was true ot 
James G. Blaine, who was secretary of 
state under James A. Garfield. Indeed, 
men who have held cabinet positions 
and have been vice presidents have 
often sought the presidency, but., with 
the exceptions named above, have failed 
in securing the coveted office. The presi- 
dent’s cabinet and the United States sen- 
ate are not now good stepping-stones to 
the presidency of the nation.

A Revolution Is Brewing at Puerto 

Cortez and Other Points. 

Mobile, Ala., Jan. 26. — Advices re- 
ceived here by the steamer Espana 
are to the effect that a revolution is 
brewing at Puerto Cortez and other 
parts of Spanish Honduras. The gov- 
ernment at Tecuciguipa has taken 
strenuous steps to forestall an out- 
break. The expected revolution is of 
an internal nature and trouble is mo- 
mentarily expected. At Puerto Cortez 
the natives are organizing for a revolt. 

TO WORK ON THE CANAL. 

Over 1,000 Laborers From Jamaica 
and Barbados Have Arrived. 

Colon. Jan. 26. — During the past 
fortnight over 1,000 laborers have ar- 
rived from Port Limon, Jamaica, and 
Barbados to work on the canal. Com- 
missioners Parsons and Burr arrived 
here and also the two daughters of 
Gen. Davis. Col. Shaler, superintend- 
ent of the railroad, has resigned. His 
successor has not been named.

New York. Jan. 26. — Capt. William 
Carter, aged 68, a once famous horse- 
man for w’hom the Carter handicap, at 
the spring meet of the Aqueduct race 
; track was named, died with apoplexy, 
practically penniless.

New' Haven, Ct„ Jan. 26. — The Yale 
football team elected Thomas Lee 
Shevlin, of Minneapolis, captain of 
next year’s team. He is a junior and 
has played on the Yale eleven since 
his freshmen year. 

Destructive Blaze at Memphis. 

Memphis, Tenn., Jan. 26.— The plant 
of the Valley oil mills, located at the 
foot of Linden street and the river, 
was destroyed by fire, entailing a loss 
estimated at $150,000. The insurance 
is $110,000. 

Another Planet Discovered. 

Cambridge. Mass.. Jan. 26. — A cable- 
gram received at the Harvard Astro- 
nomical observatory announced the 
discovery of a planet of the 13th mag- 
nitude. It is believed to be a satellite 
of Jupiter. 

Death of George P. Wilshire. 

Greenwich, Ct., Jan. 26. — George P. 
Wilshire, a prominent Yale graduate 
and a patron of college football, base- 
ball and boating, is dead at his winter 
residence here. His home was in New- 
port, Ky.

Tine Manners as Capital — A Bank 
Asset — Howr Cleveland Taught 
Boorish Official a Lesson 
in Politeness.

^\I/HY did our friend never sue- 

YY ceed in business?” asked a 
man returning to New York after 
years of absence; “he had sufficient 
capital, a thorough knowledge of liis 
business and exceptional shrewdness 
and sagacity.” “He was sour and mo- 
rose,” was the reply. “He always sus- 
pected his employes of cheating him, 
and was discourteous to his customers. 
Hence, no man ever put good will or 
energy into work done for him, and his 
patrons went to shops where they were 
sure of civility.” 

Many people w r ork their hands off, 
metaphorically speaking, and deny 
Themselves the common comforts of 
life in their efforts to succeed, and yet 
render success impossible by their 
cross-grained, disagreeable manners. 
They repel patronage and business 
goes to others who are really less de- 
serving but more agreeable. 

Bad manners often neutralize even 
honesty, industry and the greatest, 
energy, while agreeable manners win 
in spite of other defects. 

Good Manners Currency. 

It has been well said that no one can 
escape the bondage of good manners. Its 
letters may be silken, but they are as 
strong as those that wheel the earth 
along in its orbit. And, while all must 
obey its laws, those laws furnish a 
currency with which if the beggar pro- 
vide himself therewith, he is better off 
in all the markets of the world than 
the prince who has it not. 

Many a man owes his position or 
fortune largely to a fine manner. 
"Thank you, my dear; please call 
again,” graciously spoken to a little 
beggar girl who bought a penny worth 
of snuff, proved a profitable advertise- 
ment, and helped make Lundy Foote a 
millionaire.

after the absent; and I . . . soon dis- 
covered that he possessed some science 
ol graciousness and attraction which 
books had not taught; that he diffused 
upon his cursory behavior and most 
trifling actions a gloss of softness and 
delicacy by which every one was daz- 
zled; and that, by some occult method 
of captivation, he animated the timor- 
ous, softened the superstitious and 
opened the reserved. I could not but 
repine at the inelegance of my own man- 
ners, which left me no hope, but not to 
offend, and at the insufficiency of rustic 
benevolence, which gained no friends 
but by real service.”

(as many a servant is far superior to 
his or her millionaire employer), and in 
reality much more successful than 
yourself. Gentleness and consideration 
for others, not arbitrary selfishness, are 
the touchstones of all true greatness. 

Courtesy as Bank Asset. 

The late George G. Williams, pres- 
ident of the Chemical national bank, 
of New York, who was for nearly half 
a century the virtual head of that great 
institution, placed the highest value 
on courtesy as a success factor. 

“I have always made it a rule of the 
bank,” he said, “that its employes 
must be courteous to every one. Many 
an important customer is lost to a 
bank through the incivility or neglect 
of an employe. We act on the prin- 
ciple that an ounce of politeness saves 
a ton of correction, and that no insti- 
tution can become so great or inde- 
pendent as to successfully ignore the 
rules of courtesy. I cannot too em- 
phatically impress upon young men 
the absolute indispensability of polite- 
ness. In this bank the officers and 
clerks are always civil to whosoever 
enters the doors, and the example thus 
set clerks and messenger boys coming 
in here has borne good fruit, ae we 
have been told by their employers. If 
I had 20 tongues I’d preach politeness 
with them all — for long experience has 
taught me that its results are tan- 
gible and inevitable. It is the Alad- 
din’s lamp of success.” 

Some one has pithily remarked: 

“What is the good of being gold If 
you look like brass?” 

A good heart is more desirable than 
wealth or fame or any material advan- 
tage. But even goodness is often 
made repulsive by a harsh, offensive 
manner. Even animals are sensible of 
the difference between a kind thing 
done in a gracious, kindly way and a 
kind thing done in a rude, ill-man- 
nered way. It has been observed, for 
instance, that if you throw a bone to 
a dog he will run off with it in his 
mouth, without any expression of grat- 
itude or appreciation. But call the 
dog to you, pat him on the head, let 
him take the bone from your hand 
and his tail will wag with joy and 
gratitude. 

“Cut” Diamonds Best. 

It is not enough to be a diamond in 
the rough, whose value is known only 
to your friends. The diamond must 
be cut and polished in order to bring 
out its beauty and brilliancy and en- 
hance its fine quality. Do not flatter 
yourself that because you have a good 
heart you will get on in the world in 
spite of bad manners. Appearances 
are all-powerful. The first impression 
has opened or closed the door of a 
great opportunity to many a man. It 
is uphill work for a man or woman 
with hard, disagreeable manners to 
succeed. 

“Manners! What’s the use of man- 
ners?” exclaimed one of that class of 
Americans who have become so brutal- 
ized in the scramble for money that 
the finer graces of life have no mean- 
ing for them.
